HOW THEY WERE KILLED. 


Number One Describes the Phcenix 


Park Murders. 


NBW YOBK, June 2.— The World lias 


furnished the Associated press with ad- 
vance sheets of the sensational book on 
Irish affairs written by P. J. I*. Tynan, 
an Irish invincible 
more generally 


known as Number One. The book is 
entitled "Irish National 
Invincibles 


and Their Times," and its apparent 
purpose IB to prove the connection of 
the Jnvincihles with the Irish parlia- 
mentary party. The hook says the as- 
sertions of the London Times which re- 
sulted in the Parnell trial were abso- 
lutely true. Tynan tells how the Ptm;- 
nix park murders were committed, and 
says although the deed was denounced 
by Purncllitee at the time, the whole 
thing was planned and carried out by 
the advice of Irish parliamentary lead- 
ere. lie given exhaustive details of th« 
preparations for the removal of Chief 
Secretary Cavendish and Under Secre- 
tary Burko, who tiro referred to as tncm- 
IH.TB of tht) British murder society. 


The actual removals in Plmmlx Park 


of the two secretaries is thus described : 
"The Invincible were prepared to sell 
tlieir lives dearly. Tho sacred band 
went into tho park that afternoon with 
the impression that they could not pos- 
sibly hono to expect such swift and 
rapid success to reward their efforts as 
ciime to pass; they went them 'expect- 
JiiK the suppression of the secretaries 
would almost certainly bring on a com- 
bat to the death. Tho newly arrived 
cliirf uf the Dritish assassination bureau 
in Ireland met his confederate, tho 
tinder secretary, in Pliiunix Park by ap- 
pointment and not by accident, as was 
supposed. The subject of their confer- 
ence was the Foresters' dangerous posi- 
tion, which now order was received with 
inoreiiuiiiy. The under secretary spoke 
of the necessity of increasing vigilance 
and the number of official guards. Some 
of these gutirds were careless and not 
expecting an attack were to be seen 
loitering about.

The Missouri Hirer Occupies What

Street. 


ST. JosKm, Mo., June 2,—As a direct 


result of the high water in the Missouri 
-iver the once prosperous village of Win- 
•lirop, forty miles south of St. Joe, will 
soon he wiped off the facu of tho earth. 
7\io Missouri river, when it first begun 
he spring rise this year, began cutting 
he bank at Edgctown und today half 
he place was melted into the river, to- 
gether with half a dozen farms of 1(10 


S each. The channel of the river 


vas half a mile west of Whillirop last 
rcnr, but today that channel is a earn! 
lar and the river now occupies what 
was once tho main street of the village. 


The water is now within a few rods of 


.he tracks of four railroad companies, 
which are parallel with each other at 
',ln\L point, and it is rapidly eating its 
ivay into the right of way, and all four 
companies are preparing to abandon 
heir road beds and enter Atchison from 
i point further north. In such an 
event tho $100,000 railroad bridge con- 
iccting Winthron and Atchinson will 
>e abandoned. Winthrop, which was 
a town of 1,300 inhabitants, has al- 
ready lost half its population, and as 
lOiiecB cannot bo sold, they are being 
,orn down and carried into the country. 
Iho work of demolishing the Methodist 
church, a structure which cost $10,000a 
,-ear ago, is now going on. Fanners 
viio owned farms valued at $10,000 two 
uonths ago arc without an acre of 
;round today.

ENGLAND MUST HE COERCED 


Tom 
Heed 
ami Silver Senators 


Have Been Holding1 Con- 


sultations. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The utterances 


of ex-spuaker Keed, Senator Lodge, 
Representative Burrows, Representative 
Cannon and other public leaders in 
favor of the free use of silver are re- 
garded in congressional circles as a re- 
vival of the plans and aspirations of 
James (1. Blame. It is well known 
that Ulaine's hopes were to unite the 
nations of the western hemisphere by 
means oi international railroads, recip- 
rocal treaties and a common medium 
of exchange. 


Representative Hitt of Illinois, who 
•as closely associated with Blaine, says 
that the proposition of JMr. Heed is on 
the lines of Blaine's policy. The latter 
was never fully spread before the pub- 
lic as it had a scope which could be de- 
veloped only by patience and by slow 
stages, and Blaine's health during his 
later days was not such as to permit 
him to accomplish the ends he had in 
lew. "Heed now presents the propo- 


sition with 
directnese," eaid Hitt, 


"whereas Blainc proposed passive steps 
which tended toward the same general 
results. 


It was Blaine's belief that the nations 


of the Western Hemisphere should be 
reciprocally united in their commercial 
dealings, in their money, in their rail- 
roads and all lines of action which 
would make them strong against the 
rest of the world. A great deal of sig- 
nificance is given to the Heed inter- 
view by many public men here. For 
several months there has been a grow- 
ing sentiment among Republican mem- 
bers in favor of u liberal policy toward 
silver. Among Heed's most intimate 
and constant associates in the house of 
late has bceti Representative Newluuds 
of Nevada and Sweet of Idaho, who are 
radical supporters of silver. Tho ex- 
Speaker has made a study of tho silver 
[jueBlon from the standpoint of a miner 
tind Western members until he is eaid 
!,o have a mastery of the intricacies of

Reed Calls Attention to the Fact 


in Relation to Silver Coinage. 


From [In- Han 1'rntidscn Chronicle.

Fortnightly He-view, remarks: "It ia 
evidently important for debtor twtiouB, 
on which list wo eland Ural, to raise tho 
l>rice of silver." There are few people 
who realize tho tremendous significance 
of Mr. 
liced'H statement that the. 


United StuU'B stands first in the list of 
debtor nations, but there are some, 
UK! we are convinced now, Unit the dia- 
euesion lias been given the proper turn, 
hat there will eoon be plenty. Among 
-hose who are already informed is J. Vf. 
3roafl, a prominent banker of London, 
\vliu, in an article in the Times of that 
city, published on February 22d luat, re- 
nurked: 


"America is a debtor nation, und 


hence tho only way for her to maintain 
a gold reserve is to make exports of mer- 
chandise from the United .States largely 
exceed 
imports. 
For these exports 


must not only pay for tho imports, but 
meet the enormous item of interest duo 
ibruad, 
(lie cost of nearly nil the 


reightf), as imports and exports are 
argelv carried in foreign bottoms, the 
'xpenses of 
American 
travelers in 


1C u rope and tho remittances of money 
from immigrants in America to the peo- 
ple at home. These four items must at 
ihe lowest amount to J:(ir> ,000,000, or 
(#25,000,000, and to keep the currency 
m u stable gold basis the exports of 
merchandise ought to exceed the ini- 
[>ortB by uuout that amount annually." 


This is the problem which the demon- 


tissatioii of silver has made dillicult for 
us to solve, and we may add that our 
bungling attempts at its solution have 
precipitated 
the 
present 
industrial 


crisis. It is only necessary to institute 


few comparisons between the prices of 


i37I! and those of today to understand 
tho enormity of the burden imposed 
upoi. us by the appreciation of gold. 
Had the prices of our leading staples re- 
mained anywhere near us high us those 
ruling during the ycur of demonetiza- 
tion, we should have bad comparatively 
liltiedilliculty in meeting our annual 
interest account, und the principal of 
our vast foreign indebtedness would 
have been diminished year by year, but 
the outlook for any such result is hope- 
less under tho present condition of 
affairs. \Ve are not only not reducing 
the principal of our outstanding obliga- 
tions, but are actually increasing our in- 
debtedness to foreigners, :ig the steady 
absorption of American industrials and 
other securities by people abroad con- 
clusively demons t rules. In an article 
published in the Chronicle on the 30th 
]f .September last, it was eliown that the 
execs* of exports of merchandise and 
silver bullion from the United States 
from 1874 to 1892, both years inclusive, 
was $2,108,021,lift), while our excess of 
gold imports during tin; same period 
was only $10,21(i,3()2. Jn 1892, when 
our excess of merchandise exports footed 
up $202,875,080 and our net exports of 
silver bullion reached $12,855,473, the 
fo eicners squared the account by a net 
gold remittance of $493,873. That is 
what the record shows, but, as a matter 
of fnct, we luive no real knowledge of 
the amount of our interest account, be- 
cause the principal of pur indebtedness 
ia being constantly increased by the 
purchase of American securities by for- 
eigners. If it were not for this fact the 
amount mentioned by Mr. Gross ua be- 
ing required annually from ua, namely, 
$325,OUO,000, would have been called for 
in merchandise and bullion for some 
years past. 


That in the near future such an an- 


nual demand will confront us is proved 
by the fact tlmt in spite of a so-called 
favorable balance of trade of over $203,- 
000,000 for the first eight months of the 
present fiscal year we have been obliged 
to ship large quantities of gold and sil- 


ver lo squnry accounts. From present 
uppi'imiiu'i's when the records of the 
yutir, ending on the 31st of UI'IH month, 
arc overhauled it will probably be found 
that our excess of exports of merchan- 
dise and gold and silver will easily reach 
Mr. Cross' usLimate. 


It is no doubt the consideration of 


such facts us these that has moved 
Messrs. Heed and Lodge to declare for 
legislation which will force (Jreal Brit- 
ain to recede from her position. Mr. 
Bland may ridicule the attitude as- 
sumed by these gentlemen, and bimetaV 
lists will freely agree with him that the 
best plan to rectify the dilliculty would 
ho for the United States to resort to free 
coinage without reference to other na- 
tions. But the cold fact remains that 
Mr. Bland is powerless to bring about 
his desires. Tho Democratic 
party 


for years has given no encouragement 
to 
the 
advocates 
of 
free 
coin- 


age and Mr. Bland is no nearer the ac- 
complishment of his great task than he 
was in 1870, '77 and '78. It is equally 
true that the Republicans hold out no 
hope that they will go for independent 
free coinage. Under the circumstances 
it ill becomes Mr. Bland, if he ia con- 
scientiously 
demanding a return to 


bimetallism; to enecr at a method 
which promises to bring Ureat Britain 
to her senses, and which requires no 
surrender of principle on the part of 
bimetallism, for, unlike the Allison 
substitute for Bland's bill, Windom's 
method, or the silver purchase act, this 
is no makeshift, but merely a resort to 
proper weapons to compel the power 
which is responsible for all the evils 
of demonetization to abandon its in- 
jurious attitude and adopt a monetary 
system which will give a show to the 
debtor as well ns the creditor nations of 
the world.
